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Referendum Vote Sought on School Millage Defeat 


BELLEVILLE - 
Petitions calling for a 
Referendum Vote on a 
Millage Increase 
Proposition for Van Buren 
school operations are being 
circulated throughout the 
Van Buren Public School 
District. 

Several citizens groups that 
supported the recent mill hike 
levy proposed by the School 
Board a n'd defeated 
overwhelmingly by the school 
district's voters in the May 6 


Special Election, are circulating 
the petitions. 

The Belleville area Chamber 
of Commerce, whose Board of 
Directors formally endorsed the 
school millage increase, is 
coordinating the new election 
campaign. 

Following the 1 ,733 to 1 ,041 
defeat of a millage increase 
proposal of five (5) and one-half 
mills, urged by the School 
Board for a five-year period 
( 1 968-1972), the School Board, 
after “considered” study of the 
school budget for the 1968-69 


school year, ordered drastic 
cutbacks. 

The cutbacks called for 
half-day sessions in both the 
senior and junior high schools, 
elimination of intcrscholastic 
sports and other classroom 
programs. These cuts will bring 
about a savings of $448,000, 
still short $107,000 that is 
required by the school to live 
within current budget 
appropriations. 

• • • 

THE CUTBACKS drew a 
considerable amount of 
“alarm” and “criticism.” Many 


community leaders began 
conferring as to some program 
that would cancel the proposed 
cutbacks and save what in some 
sections of the school district 
was termed “the best school 
system in the county.” 

The Chamber of Commerce as 
well as other groups began to 
hold meetings and attending 
sessions with the School Board. 

School officials stated that it 
was “impossible” to continue 
current programs and services 
on the anticipated revenues that 
included an increase in state aid 
and an anticipated rise in tax 


revenue from property 
valuation increase. 

Increased costs of operating 
schoolsnext year .meeting salary 
increment falling due and 
meeting increased school 
enrollment, prevents 
maintaining current school 
programs without additional 
millage and school officials have 
absolutely refused to go for 
deficit financing, Harold O. 
Wether ell, school 
superintendent, reported. 

• • * 

THE PETITIONS being 
circulated asked the School 


Board to set another election 
between July 20 and Aug. 9. 

Justin Emerson, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
stated that he was informed by 
the School Board Attorney, 
John E. MacDonald, that 700 
signatures would be required for 
a referendum vote by deadline 
June 18. 

The chamber last week 
initiated an informational 
gathering campaign in the 
Belleville Community in a drive 
toward its announced goal of 
maintaining present school 
programs. 


The School Board has stated 
that in view of the two defeats 
by the voters that it wouldn’t 
initiate a call for another 
election. If the petitions are 
filed with the Board, members 
stated that they would take 
action as being the will of the 
school district voters. 


MEANWHILE the Van Buren 
Education Association, 
bargaining agent for some 300 
teachers of the school district, is 
meeting with the School Board 


Monday night and thereafter in 
an effort to reach some 
agreement of a teachers’ 
contract for the new schoo’ 
year. 


The cutbacks were objected 
to by the Association last week 
as being a unilateral action by 
the School Board. They 
contended that services and 
programs involved in the 
cutbacks are matters of 
collective bargaining as they 
affect the salary and working 
conditions of the teachers.

Louis Toth Seeking Post 
On Wayne County Board

BELLEVILLE - Louis A. 
Toth, Van Buren Township 
supervisor since 1963 has taken 
out nominating petitions to 
represent one of the 26 Districts 
of the new Wayne County 
Board of Supervisors up for 
voters’ decision in the 
forthcoming Aug. 6 Primary 
Election. 

The new 26-member Wayne 
County Board of Supervisors 
was prepared by a five-member 
apportioning commission under 
a 1966 state law. 

The filing deadline for 
candidates to serve on the newly 
const ituted Board of 
Supervisors has been extended 
to July 2. 

The present Board of 
Supervisors consists of 135 
members and all county units 
are represented. 

The 26-district plan was set 
by the five-member commission 
in accordance with an 
apportionment law passed by 
Legislature in 1966 which 


allows for a 35-member board 
of supervisors. Most suburban 
officials favored the 35 - district 
board.

A suit to nullify the 
26-district plan for replacement 
of the 1 35-member board was 
dismissed by Wayne County 


Circuit Court Judge James N. 
Canham, who held that starters 
of the lawsuits were guilty of 
lashes (They waited too long to 
exercise their rights.). 

Toth, of 44119 Harmony 
Lane, if elected would represent 
the 24th District comprising 
Belleville, Romulus, Sumpter, 
and Van Buren Townships, 
Wayne, part of Westland, 
southwest section, and the 
southwest portion of Dearborn 
Heights and part of Taylor 
Township. 

He was elected supervisor in 
1963. He was township 
treasurer for three years, 
building inspector for two years 
and prior to his political life 
Toth was also a foreman and 
millwright at Ford Motor 
Company, and held a similar 
position with the old 
Kaiser-Frazcr plant. He served 
in the U.S. Marines from 1944 
to 1946, with 14 months 
overseas duty.

Second Man Acquitted 


Hayton Convicted of Slaying 
Pharmacist George Reck,Sr. 


BELLEVILLE - James E. 
Hayton, 26 of Detroit, one of 
two men on trial for the brutal 
flaying of George Reck, Sr., 
former Belleville druggist, was 
convicted of first degree murder 
charges by a Livingston County 
Circuit court jury, last 
Thursday, July 13. 

Circuit Court Judge Michael 
Carland deferred sentencing. 

A second defendant, Paul 
Williard Coleman, 36, also of 
Detroit, was acquitted of 
murder charges. 

The jury deliberated for five 
hours before returning its 
verdict. In the death of George 
Reck, Sr., who was killed during 
an armed robbery of his 
recently acquired Hamburg 


Drug Store, Hamburg, 
Michigan, on the night of Jan 7. 
1967. 

He was killed instantaneously 
when four bullets were pumped 
into his body as he lay face 
down on the floor ot his drug 
store. George Reck, Jr., of 
Reek’s eight children and EMU 
student was also shot during the 
robbery but recovered to pick 
the two defendants in police 
lineups.

THE SLAYING had occured 
after 8 p.m. on Saturday night. 
The druggist and his son were 
alone in the store at the time. 
The pharmacy is the only one in 
the tiny lake resort community 
of Hamburg. 


The two had obeyed the 
orders of the two gunman to lie 
on the floor and were 
repeatedly shot in the back. 
George Reck, Jr., was hit four 
times but recovered. 

The son was a star witness at 
the trial. A stream of witnesses 
were produced by the 
prosecution last week in 
establishing the date, time and 
scene of the murder and the

by majority vote of both 
communities. Van Buren has 
some 36 square miles of 
territory and Belleville one 
square mile. The petitions filed 
contained the required number 
of signatures: one percent of 
current populations of both 
areas. Latest census figures 
(1960) give some 10,000 
population for Van Buren and 
3,000for the city.

AN ATTEMPT to incorporate 
the city of Belleville and that 
portion of Van Buren 
Township, south of 1-94 
Expressway, ended in defeat in 
December, 1963. 

Voters in the township 
rejected the annexation 
proposal by a vote of 4 to 1 
( 1 ,370 to 311), and city voters 
endorsed the proposal by a vote 
of 330 to 142. 

Louis A. Toth, Van Buren 
Township supervisor, led 
anti-annexation move in 1963. 

The proposal cuased a 
considerable amcJunt of 
discussion, pro and con, and 
“heated statements” in support 
of personal views.

If the committee 
approves the petition, it then 
will be submitted to the full 
Board of Supervisors for their 
approval and the setting of an 
election date.

SUCH INCORPORATION 
petitions must be ready for 
submission to the full Board of 
Supervisors at cither the first 
meeting of the supervisors* fall 
session or spring session, it was 
reported, it is the hope of 
petition backers to have 
election this >ear. 

The 1963 fight for 
annexation was initiated and 
sponsored by a citizens 
committee - Committee for 
Community Unity (CCU). 

Many prominent leaders of 
the city were in support of the 
group’s efforts. Mayor Smith, in 
commenting on the merger 
move, said: 

"It has untold benefits. For 
the continued progress that has 
occurred in both the Township 
and City, the areas involved in 
the proposal should be as one. It 
will eliminate duplication of 
various services. 

“City status has a higher 
priority and is eligible for 
greater benefits under both 
federal and state laws and

ROMULUS - Two Romulus 
Township residents were 
fatally injured in a car-tree 
crash early Sunday morning at 
Sumpter Road, 500 feet south 
of Dunn road, Wayne county 
Sheriffs Road Patrol officers 
reported. 

Dead on arrival at the Wayne 
County General Hospital were: 

J.C. Wilson, 45, of 11066 
Delano; and Mrs. Ethel Givings, 
56, of 1 1067 Moore, his 
passenger. 

Deputies reported the car 
being driven north on Sumpter 
Road at “high speed” left the 
road and hit a tree. 


Peter L. Buback has called 
Governor George Romney’s

Negotiators Reach Pact 



BELLEVILLE - A 
settlement on terms of a new 
teachers’ contract for the 
1968-69 school year was agreed 
upon by negotiators 
representing Van Buren 
Township Board of Education 
and the Van Buren Education 
Association, Harold O 
Wetherell, School 
Superintendent, announced. 


The contract terms were 
reached about midnight 
Monday after several hours of 
intensive bargaining between 
negotiating teams. 

The contract is now subject to 
ratification by both the school 
district teachers and the School 
Board, Wetherell announced. 

The agreed-upon terms call 
for an increase in both the salary 


schedules for holders of 
Bachelor and Master of Arts 
Degrees. In a ten-step salary 
schedule, teachers with B.A. 
degrees will start at $6,800 and 
receive $ 1 0,740 at the top step. 
Holders of M.A. degrees will 
start at $7,400 and receive 
$ 1 1 ,880 at the top step.

The Increase in the B.A. pay 
scale ranges from S800 to S900 
at the top. And for M.A. the 
increase ranges from S800 to 

51. 000. Wetherell estimated 
cost of this package, based on 
the teacher cutbacks, of 

52.570.000. 

Wethereli announced that the 
recent cutbacks ordered by the 
School Board will remain unless 
additional millage is 
forthcoming. He stated that the 
Association representing the 
teachers has agreed to Monday 
night’s salary schedules. He 
added: 

“I think this is a fair package. 
It puts us in a comparable 
position salary-wise with other 
school districts nearby that we 
arc in competition with for 
teacher personnel. We have to 
be in a comparable position to 
stay in business.” 

He reported that the normal 
complement of teachers of 318 
has been tentatively cut back to 
277 to reductions in programs 
and services. 

The estimated cost of the 
salary package is based on a staff 
of 277 teachers. 

The School Board takes final 
action on the 1968-69 school 
budget in August and the 
superintendent indicated that 
other cuts in programs may be 
taken before final action on the 
budget. The school district 
insists on staying within its 
budget, he said.

Housewife 
Seeks VB 
Board Post 
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Mrs. Kathleen R. Bufton, 
Extension Home Economist in 
Wayne County, is introducing 
“Operation: Get Acquainted*' 
in this area. The program will 
involve placing ADC white and 
Negro children between the ages 
of eight and 1 3 in middle class 
Negro and white homes for a 
period of approximately seven 
to 10 days, thereby crossing the 
race lines. 

Why “Operation: Get 
Acquainted*? The program 
provides an opportunity for 
people to do something about 
their concern for better 
relations between people. 
Misunderstanding and distrust 
between people of the white 
and black races and between the 
well-to-do and the poor in our 
country has reached a crisis 
level. The special committee 
appointed by the President to 
study the riots in 1967 
suggested several ways to 
increase communication 
between races. “Operation: Get 
Acquainted*’ Is an answer to one 
^ oH h c s u ggestions. “Operation: 

Get Acquainted" is organized 
t on the assumption that though 
it is easy to discriminate against 
a race, it is much more difficult 
; to be prejudiced against 


individuals. Programs that seem 
to work best are those that 
involve people-to-people 
relationships. 

The initial program was 
undertaken in the Lansing area 
in 1967 under the direction of 
Dr. Leroy G. Augenstein. This 
project placed 27 Lansing area 
ADC youngsters between the 
ages of 8 and 1 2 in middle class 
white homes for a week to ten 
days. Mrs. Bufton believes that a 
week to ten days is a sufficient 
time for these children to 
observe how the middle class 
families live and to decide 
whether they are interested in 
striving to achieve what they 
observed in those homes. This 
should also be enough time for 
these youngsters to find that 
some members of the other race 
do care. 

Never was there a time in 
history when the urgency for 
individual understanding was so 
great. The need to develop 
people-to-people 
communication at a level that 
reflects raal feeling and 
individual concern for the 
problems, hopes, and desires of 
our fellow man, regardless of his 
race, creed, or national origin is 
paramount. “Operation: Get

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Acquainted" is a program that 
can help individuals from many 
segments of our communities 
have positive contacts with each 
other. This can be a valuable 
contribution to the current 
challenge in race relations. 

What Were The Results of the 
Initial Program? Dr. Augenstein 
commented: “White families 
gained new insights into these 
youngsters. They found out 
what makes the ‘tick’ and what 
some of their problems are. 

“More than half the families 
have had continuing contacts 
since the initial visit. There were 
Halloween parties, 
Thanksgiving dinners, birthday 
gifts, football and basketball 
games, the county fair, and 
week-end visits. 

“There was a change in the 
attitude of neighbors. And now 
some of the neighbors are asking 
to participate this year. 

*A11 of the Negro families 
who participated, and all but 
one of the white families, are 
interested in participating again. 
Several families who were asked 
to participate last year, but 
didn’t, have now asked to be a 
part of the program. 

“Several of the youngsters 
hive experienced attitude 
changes; many are getting better 
grades in school. They’ve all had 
experiences that would not 
otherwise have been available to 
them. 

“We hope that families all 
over Michigan will participate 
this year. The problem of 
understanding we face today is 
everyone’s challenge.”

However even 
this never deterred Bobby from 
an obliging smile for press and 
onlookers. 
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Here is the text of Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s tribute 
Saturday morning, June 8, 1 968, in St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
to his slain brother, Sen. Robert F. Kennedy : 

“On behalf of Mrs. Robert Kennedy, her children and 
the parents and sisters of Robert Kennedy, I want to 
express what we feel to those who mourn with us today in 
this cathedral and around the world. We loved him as a 
brother and father and son. From his parents, and from his 
older brothers and sisters - Joe, Kathleen, and Jack - he 
received inspiration which he passed on to all of us. He 
gave his strenght in time of trouble, wisdom in time of 
uncertainty, and sharing in time of happiness. He was 
always by our side. 

Love is not an easy feeling to put into words. Nor is 
loyalty, or trust or joy. But he was all of these. He loved 
life completely and lived it intensely. 

♦ * * 

A FEW YEARS back, Robert Kennedy wrote some 
words about his own father and they expressed the way we 
in his family feel about him. He said of what his father 
meant to him: 

“What it really all adds up to is love - not love as it is 
described with much facility in popular magazines, but the 
kind of love that is affection and respect, order, 
encouragement, and support. Our awareness of this was an 
incalculable source of strength, and because real love is 
something unselfish and involves sacrifice and giving, we 
could not help but profit from it.” 

“Beneath it all, he has tried to engender a social 
conscience. There were wrongs which needed attention. 
There were people who were poor and who needed help. 
And we have a responsibility to them and to this country. 
Through no virtues and accomplishments of our own, we 
have been fortunate enough to be bom in the United 
States under the most comfortable conditions. We, 
therefore, have a responsibility to others who are less well 
off.” 

* • • 

THIS IS what Robert Kennedy was given. What he 
leaves us is what he said, what he did, and what he stood 
for. A speech he made to the young people of South Africa 
on their Day of Affirmation in 1966 sums it up the best, 
and 1 would read it now: 

“There is a discrimination in this world and slavery and 
slaughter and starvation. Governments repress their 
people; and millions are trapped in poverty while the 
nation grows rich; and wealth is lavished on armaments 
everywhere. 

“These are differing evils, but they are the common 
works of man. They reflect the imperfection of human 
justice, the inadequacy of human compassion, our lack of 
sensibility toward the sufferings of our fellows. 

“But we can perhaps remember, even if only fora time, 
that those who live with us are our brothers, that they 
share with us the same short moment of life ; that they seek 
- as we do - nothing but the chance to live out their lives 
in purpose and happiness, winning what satisfaction and 
fulfillment they can. 

“Surely this bond of common faith, this bond of 
common goal, can begin to teach us something. 

Surely we can learn, at least, to look at those around us 
as fellow men. And surely we can begin to work a little 
harder to bind up the wounds among us and become in our 
own hearts brothers and countrymen once again. 

• • • 

“OUR ANSWER is Id rely on yuuth - not a time of life 
but a state of mind, a temper of the will, a quality of 
imagination, a predominance of courage over timidity, of 
the appetite for adventure over the love of ease. 

The cruelties and obstacles of this swiftly changing 
planet will not yield to obsolete dogmas and outworn 
slogans. They cannot be moved by those who cling to a 
present that is already dying, who prefer the illusion of 
security to the excitement and danger that come with even 
the most peaceful progress. It is a revolutionary world we 
live in; and this generation at home and around the world, 
has had thrust upon it a greater burden of responsibility 
than any generation that has ever lived. 

“Some believe there is nothing one man or one woman 
can do against the enormous array of the world s ills. Yet 
many of the world’s great movements, of thought and 
action, have flowed from the work of a single man. A 
young monk began the Protestant reformation, a younp

generation extended in empire from Macedonia to the 
borders of the earth, and a young woman reclaimed the 
territory of France. It was a young Italian explorer who 
discovered the New World, and the 32-year-old Thomas 
Jefferson who proclaimed that all men are created equal. 

“These men moved the world, and so can we all. Few 
will have the greatness to bend history itself, but each of us 
can work to change a small portion of events, and in the 
total of all those acts will be written the history of this 
generation. It is from numberless diverse acts of courage 
and belief that human history is shaped. Each time a man 
stands up for an ideal, or acts to improve the lot of others, 
or strikes out against injustice, he sends forth a tiny ripple 
of hope and crossing each other from a million different 
centers of energy and daring, those ripples build a current 
that can sweep down the mightiest walls of oppression and 
resistance. 

• • • 

“FEW ARE willing to brave the disapproval of their 
fellows, the censure of their colleagues, the wrath of their 
society. Moral courage is a rarer commodity than bravery 
in battle or great intelligence. Yet it is the one essential, 
vital quality for those who seek to change a world that 
yields most painfully to change. And I believe that in this 
generation those with the courage to enter the moral 
conflict will find themselves with companions in every 
comer of the globe. 

“For the fortunate among us, there is the temptation to 
follow the easy and familiar paths of personal ambition 
and financial success so grandly spread before those who 
eiijoy the privilege of education. But that is not the road 
history has marked out for us. Like it or not, we live in 
times of danger and uncertainty. But they are also more 
open to the creative energy of men than any other time in 
history. All of us will ultimately be judged, and as the 
yean pass we will surely ludge ourselves, on the effort we 
have contributed to building a new world society and the 
extent to which our ideals and goals have shaped that 
effort. 

“The future does not belong to those who are content 
with today, apathetic toward common problems and their 
fellow man alike timid and fearful in the face of new ideas

W hy? This seems to be the 
question on everybody’s 
Ups as they beseech us on 
the assassination of Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy. 

It is very difficult for us to 
explain why three outstanding 
statesmen and world leaders, 
first John F. Kennedy, second, 
Martin Luther King, and now 
Robert F. Kennedy, have been 
struck down by an assassin’s 
bullet. 

Our having been outside of 
the United States for nearly two 
years has left us on the sidelines 
concerning the great struggle 
going on within the American 
people over the Vietnam War, 
racial issue and the war on 
poverty.

Our fight against injustices 
and equality for all were what 
the name Kennedy meant to 
depressed and underdeveloped 
people of the world. The 
Kennedy spirit, vision, and ideas 
arc synonymous with 
Democracy in the United 
States. 


THE UNITED STATES was 
looked upon, at least until the 
last three or four years, as the 
example for the rest of the 
world in its fight to make 
Democracy and the world a 
better place to live in.

Our struggles have 
become their struggles. When 
we succeed it gives them hope in 
their fight to better their 
society. When we fail, hope and 
desire diminishes and the 
struggle becomes that much 
more difficult. 


It is still hard tor Americans 
to realize, but Americans are 
citizens of the world and our 
successes and failures are world 
successes and failures. 

Thus the death of Robert F. 
Kennedy, from a foreigner’s 
viewpoint, was not so much the 
death of a man, but of his ideas 
and visions and the hope that 
the United States would be the 
leader of the world in the 
struggle to right the wrongs of 
the world. They feel the ideas, 
the spirit, and the vision which 
the late President John F. 
Kennedy initiated and his 
brother, Senator Robert F. 
Kennedy attempted to keep 
alive, are dead.

Rep. Mahalak reported this 
bonding program would enable 
the state to make a fuU-scale 
attack on pollution of our lakes, 
rivers, and streams. 

The communities mentioned 
have been cited by the Water 
Resources Commission, except 
the Belleville Lake area, as 
causing water pollution, and 
this program would allow the 
state to move ahead to provide 
adequate sewage treatment 
facilities.

He explained that the 
program would work as foUows: 

The $335 million bond issue 
would provide $285 million as 
the State’s share of a 
federal-state-local program for 
construction of sewage 
treatment and interceptor 
facilities. 

The other $50 million would 
provide a state guarantee and 
loan fund to assist small 
communities with low-property 
valuations in providing 
adequate pollution control 
facilities. 

Municipalities would be 
required to pay 25 percent of 
the total construction costs of 
their facilities. 

Combined with federal and 
state funds, the $335 million 
state bonding program would 
mount a $1.2 billion attack on 
water pollution within the next 
few years.

Henry Ford II Urges 
Sweeping Social Action 


DEARBORN - Calling hard- 
core povertyand discrimination 
“the most urgent of our 
present-day problems,” Henry 
Ford II last week asked action 
on all levels to combat them. 

The chairman of the board 
of the Ford Motor Co. told 
Detroit area recipients of the 
company's annual community 
service awards, “If you haven't 
done so already, I urge you to 
explore and keep exploring your 
community and your community 
activity to see what can be 
done to improve racial 
harmony, to remove inequal- 
ities, to help the disadvantaged 
or help them help themselves. 

“In this crisis, we have to 
rethink everything we know, 
or think we know, on the sub- 
ject,” he said. 

Ford emphasized the impor- 
tance of government and 
business in solving social 
problems. “That’s where most 
of the jobs are,” he said. But 
the motor company executive 
went on to say that a good 
deal of problem solving must 
be done at the local level. 


The much-publicized leader- 
ship of Ford Motor Co. in the 
current drive to create new 
jobs for the chronically unem- 
ployed, and the consequent 
revamping of hiring proced- 
ures, was cited by Ford as 
a parallel to the kind of revision 
in thinking that must be done 
at the individual level. 

“I think all of us would be 
well-advised to make sure that 
we and our communities are 
not so prejudiced in favor of 
the status quo and the kind of 
people with whom we are ac- 
customed to live, work and 
associate that we are effect- 
ively prejudiced against making 
the changes that have to be 
made,” he said. 

“One thing is certain: The 
shock waves of poverty and 
discrimination are not blocked 
by the boundaries of local 
jurisdictions. No suburb is 
far enough away to escape the 
effects of crime, violence, dis- 
ruption and fear within the inner 
city,” Ford stated. He said 
all communities in the Detroit 
metropolitan area have a stake 
in the problem, and must act 
on it. 


The assembled honorees 
were told that they were a 
splendid example of the will 
and the spirit to get the Job 
done. 

”1 promise you that our 
company will back your efforts 
to the hilt,” Ford concluded.

VERTICAL TAKE OFF— A phase of the flying 
world, long under development, and demand, 
reached an important milestone this past week. 
At Marietta, Georgia, the Lockheed -Georgia 
Company rolled out its version of an aircraft 
to explore vertical flights. 

The roll-out debuted to the world the XV-4B 
“Hummingbird II.” It will take off and land 
vertically and today is the only U.S. develop- 
ment using a direct jet lift. 

The two-place jet has four J-85-19 lift en- 
gines mounted vertically in the center fuselage 
and two J-85-19 lift-cruise engines mounted 
adjacent to the fuselage. 

These six modified General Electric turbo- 
jet engines provide a massive 18,000 pounds of 
thrust. Valves are used to divert cruise thrust 
to lift thrust, and six movable exhaust nozzles 
funnel the lift thrust to provide horizontal 
acceleration. 

The director of the Air Force Systems Com- 
mand, Brig. Gen. Raymond A. Gilbert, accepted 
the XV-4B from Tom May, president of Lock- 
heed -Georgia. Gen. Gilbert said the Humming- 
bird will enable the Air Force to more fully 
explore vertical and short takeoff and landing 
technology and to develop control systems for 
the aircraft coming In the near future. 

The XV-4B was directly developed for the 
Systems Command Flight Dynamics Laboratory 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base near Day- 
ton, Ohio. Resembling a conventional mid-wing 
monoplane, the XV-4B, like many current day 
military fighters, has side-by-side seating for 
two crewmen. 


This research aircraft also incorporates a 
fly-by-wire dual automatic stabilization system 
plus a zero-zero ejection system, which has 
a reaction time of approximately three seconds 
from actuation of the ejector to a fully opened 
parachute. This safety factor in ejection is 
alone a far advancement along these phases for 
future aircraft. 

Another big innovation of the XV-4B is in- 
stallation of a variable stability system. This 
will enable simulation of response character- 
istics of other VTOL type of aircraft. This 
safety feature is built into the aircraft system 
through a feature that will enable the co-pilot 
to instantly disengage the variable stability sys- 
tem and to take over manual control of the 
aircraft. 

Plans are being finalized to test the XV-4B 
on an inverted telescope flight device prior 
to actual flight tests. This will permit the re- 
search aircraft to move 20 degrees plus or 
minus in roll and pitch, and a full 360 degrees 
in yaw. A special hoist will move the aircraft 
about 15 feet above the ground. Special test 
rigs will be used for engine checkout and other 
systems plus for pilot training, 

A full test program is being planned by Lock- 
heed of the Hummingbird over about five months 
to demonstrate its airworthiness. When these 
tests are completed delivery will be made to 
the Air Force. North American Rockwell Corp. 
will then assume tests on instrumentation and 
actual flight research at the huge Air Force 
Flight Test Center at Edwards Air Force Base 
in California. 


Very unique in design, its profile is far from 
any beauty creation and the main accent stressed 
that it is a research aircraft. It features a 
rigid T-type toil and has a retractable tri- 
cycle landing gear. While only 33 feet, 9-1/2 
Inches long, it is over 12 feet high and has a 
wing span of 27 feet, 1 inch. The XVi4B can 
do a vertical takeoff with a gross weight of 
12,580 pounds. 

It is estimated that the XV-4B will be able 
to attain a speed of 410 knots, or over 450 
miles per hour. 


During* an 18-month program of tests. North 
American is expected to make over 300 flights 
with the vertical takeoff and landing XV-4B, 

The XV-4B Hummingbird II is the result of 
many painstaking years of research and work. 
The X-13, which was the original Hummingbird 
I, was tested and flown over 10 years ago. 
This original protot* ~ of the VTO is still 
intact and now exhibited at the U.S. Air Force 
Museum in Dayton, Ohio. 




New Federal Age Law 
Bars Discrimination 


DETROIT -- Michigan 
citizens arc protected against 
discrimination based on age not 
only by Michigan Law, but 
beginning today, by a federal 
law prohibiting discrimination 
in employment on the basis of 
age. 

Michigan’s 1 965 Fair 
Employment Practices Act 
forbids age discrimination by 
any employer and protects 
persons between the ages of 35 
and 60. 

The new federal law protects 
persons between the ages of 40 
and 6 5 from discrimination 
because of age, except where 
based on bonafide occupational 
qualifications. It covers 
employers of 25 or more 
persons in industry affecting 


interstate commerce. The law 
also forbids employment 
agencies and labor agencies and 
labor organizations from 
practicing age discrimination 

A Michigan citizen who 
believes he has been 
discriminated against because of 
age can file a complaint at any 
office of the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission. 
Commission offices are located 
in Grand Rapids, Lansing, 
Detroit, Flint, Battle Creek, 
Benton Harbor, Jackson, 
Muskegon, Pontiac and 
Saginaw. 

IN CASES where the 
individual would have an 
advantage under federal law, 
such cases will be referred to the 
U. S. Department of Labor, 
which has oltices in Michigan in 


Detroit, Lansing and Grand 
Rapids. 

The new federal age law 
makes it illegal for an employer 
to fail to hire, or to discharge or 
otherwise discriminate against a 
job applicant or worker; to 
classify employees by age so as 
to deprive some workers of 
employment opportunity or job 
status; or to reduce the wages of 
any employee in order to 
comply with the act. 

Employment agencies and 
unions cannot use age as a 
criterion for referring 
employment or classifying 
individuals for employment. 
Employers, employment 
agencies, and unions cannot 
indicate age preference or 
limitation in help-wanted 
advertisements.

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Lower Courts Are in Muddle 
Despite State ‘Reorganization’ 


Status of area municipal 
courts remains as much in doubt 
after last week’s legislative 
approval of a lower court 
reorganization bill as before the 
controversial measure was 
passed. 

Under the bill, district courts 
would replace municipal and 
justice courts, and would have 
similar jurisdiction. However, 
the bill provides some local 
options on retention of 
municipal courts. 

Third class districts have the 
option of retaining their present 
municipal courts if such action 
is approved by city councils 
within seven days of the 
governor’s signing of the bill.

The cities of Wayne, 
Westland, Garden City and 
Inkster each constitute a third 
class district, and the status of 
each city’s court awaits action 
by the respective city councils. 

Belleville, along with 
Sumpter. Romulus and Huron 
Townships also constitutes a 
third class district, but since 
there is no municipal court in 
Belleville, will automatically fall 
under the district court plan . 

The bill originally came under 
consideration because of a 
provision of the 1963 Michigan 
Constitution which requires 
abolition of justice of the peace 
courts by the end of this year. 
Legislators expanded the bill, 
under the term “lower court 
reorganization,” to include an 
entire revamping of the lower 
(local) court system. 

An attempt to push through a 
court bill making adoption of 
the district court system 
mandatory failed during the 
December special session of the 
legislature, and last week’s 
compromise bill, with local 
options, was the result. 

One basic intent of those who 
pushed for complete lower 
court reorganization was to 
lump together enough part-time 
local judicial posts to create one

full-time court. Wayne 
Municipal Judge John C. Seiler 
said last week that the current 
controversy is centered on that 
intent. 

Wayne, Dearborn and 
Highland Park are the only 
Wayne County cities which 
maintain a full-time municipal 
judge, Seiler said. 

Whether or not Westland, 
Garden City and Inkster city 
councils vote to keep their 
present courts, residents will 
continue to pay their traffic 
fines and conduct lower court 
business within the community. 

Major changes, should the 
citv councils decide to eo under 
the district plan, would include: 

1. Judges would be full-time, 
paid at an annual rate of 
SI 8,000 by the state. 

2. Cities would have the 
option of purchasing an 
electronic court reporter or 
hiring a court stenographer. 

3. The state would receive a 
$3 judgment fee on all traffic 
and ordinance cases, a S10 
judgment fee on all civil cases, 
and would keep all fines levied 
in state cases. 

The changes cited above 
apply only in third class 
districts. 

The Wayne and Garden City 
municipal judges, and both 
Westland municipal judges, 
would automatically become 
district judges unless they filed a 
statement indicating that they 
wish to withdraw. In Inkster, 
however, where the law 
provides for just one district 
judge, the two present 
municipal judges would have to 
stand for re-election unless one 
of them filed to withdraw from 
office. 

A second cloud lies in the 
future of part-time municipal 
courts in the referendum to 
make judgeships appointive 
rather than elective, which may 
appear on this fall’s ballot if 
enough signatures are secured 
on referendum petitions.

Farm Bureau Names 


State Study Committee 


What changing conditions are 
ahead for Michigan agriculture? 
How can family farm units 
adapt to professional 
management? What is a 
reasonable return on 
investment for farmers? Are 
these areas of research of 
particular value to farmers, but 
important also to all citizens? 

These are some of the 
questions which will be 
explored by a blue-ribbon 
committee of Michigan Farm 
Bureau members, named by 
President Elton R. Smith this 
week. Their task is to 
determine how the big 
Michigan farm organization can 
anticipate changing agricultural 
needs, and what programs will 
be most effective in serving its 
membership. 

Appointment of the 
committee including James 
Sayre of Belleville, was 
authorized by a resolution of 
the Farm Bureau delegates at 
the annual meeting. 

Seventeen top leaders of the 
organization, representing 
various commodities and 
farming interests, have been 
named to the state-wide 
committee. 

In the group are a number of 
Outstanding Young Farmers, 
including Robert Buist of 
Allendale, selected this year by 
Michigan Jaycees as the state’s 
Outstanding Young Farmer, a 


title held in previous years by 
three other committee 
members, Robert Zeeb of 
Bath, 1962; Franklin 
Schwiederson, Brimley, 1961; 
and Dean Pridgeon, 
Montgomery, 1956.

IN NAMING the committee 
Smith said, “There is no 
question but what fanning will 
continue as a major factor in 
our nation’s economy. It will 
be dominated, in the 
immediate future, by changes 
in technology - new planting 
and harvesting patterns, 
increased use of automation, 
the demand for new and more 
varied products, and by new 
and expanding marketing 
programs.** Outlining Farm 
Bureau’s role he added, “We 
have a responsiblity to assist 
our farmer-members in 
adapting to these changes.” 

One major responsiblity of 
the committee will be to 
evaluate present Farm Bureau 
programs and to analyze which 
might be expanded or altered 
to meet changing needs. 

New programs to fit a 
fast-moving agriculture will be 
proposed and examined.

Registration 
Is Liberalized 


LANSING— A radical liberal- 
ization of Michigan's voter 
registration laws has boen Im- 
plemented. 

The changes, given imme- 
diate effect by the Legislature 
and signed by Gov. Romney, 
makes additional time avail- 
able for citizens to register. 

Registration rolls formerly 
were closed for 30 days prior 
to any election. When a com- 
munity had eeveral elections, 
registration could bo closed 
for months. 


The new law permits quali- 
fied citizens to register at al- 
most any time. In addition, If 


a pending election is too close, 
the registering office gives the 
person a written notice of the 
day and date on which he will 
be eligible. 

To be eligible for a specific 
election, citizens must be 
registered at least five Fridays 
before the vote. That time 
period is needed to permit ad- 
ministrative work. 

Registration deadline for the 
Aug. 0 primary In Michigan Is 
July 5. Deadline for the Nov, 
5 general election Is Oct. 4, 

Persons who have voted In 
the last two years do not have 
to register unless their address 
has changed.

While In the Gulf of Tonkin 
the destroyer escorted the 
attack aircraft carriers Coral 
Sea, Ranger, Intrepid, Kear- 
sarge and the Orlskany during 
combat operations. 


The Michigan Department of 
State Police has moved another 
step ahead in their innovative 
study of voice identification as 
a crime-fighting weapon with 
announcement by Col. 
Fredrick E. Davids, director, 
that the department has been 
awarded a $146,509 grant 
from the United States 
Department of Justice for 
further research in this field. 

“Wc are very pleased to have 
received the grant as it will 
enable us to undertake a 
thorough research project in 
this activity ,” Davids said. “The 
possiblities of voice 
identification as a major 
enforcement tool are most 
promising.” 

Davids named Capt. 
Raymond H. McConnell as 
project director and indicated 
that the initial grant would 
cover a first phase study from 
June, 1968, through May, 
1969. The original project 
proposal requested a subsidy of 
some S500,000 for a 42-month 
study. Police officials 
expressed optimism, however, 
that there would be future 
support to permit continuance 
of the project. 

• • * 

IN VOICE indcntification, a 
visual record or spectrogram of 
the voice is reproduced by a 
sound spectrograph and last 
December the State Police 
were the first police 
department in the nation to 
obtain this electronic 
equipment. 

There is only one other 
spectrograph in the state, this 
one obtained at about the same 
time for primary use in speech 
analysis at Michigan State 
University. 

For voice identification, the 
spectrograph “reads” tapes to 


produce a visual record, or 
spectrogram, which is a 
graphical representation of 
spoken words. The 
spectrogram then may be 
compared with records of 
known voices, much like the 
procedure in processing 
fingerprints. Reasearch has 
demonstrated that voices, like 
fingerprints, are unique to the 
individual and voiceprint 
identification has already had 
success in court cases. 

• * • 

THE TECHNIQUE is viewed 
especially useful for police in 
investigations where 
unidentified voices are the 
strongest clue, such as in 
extortions, kidnappings, and 
obscenity cases which involve 
telephone calls from unknown 
persons. 

A File of voice records will be 
gradually established by the 
State Police and eventually it is 
expected such records will be 
stored on computer tapes. 

In addition to staff work by 
the State Police in the research 
project, subcontracts call for 
technical assistance from 
Michigan State University’s 
Department of Audiology and 
Speed Science and School of 
Police Administration and 
Public Safety. Stanford 
University Research Institute 
also will aid in the project as a 
subcontract recipient.

Persons who have bought guns 
to "protect” themselves 
against the threat of the urban 
crisis tend to bo people who 
believe that Negroes are 
intellectually inferior to whites, 
a TV study series indicates. 

Feedback on the "In Your 
Own Interest" series a Iso gives 
evidence that gun toters also 
believe strongly that Negroes, 
inherently, have no respect for 
property. 

The series, produced by the 
Southeastern Michigan Com- 
munity Forum, has been shown 
on local television on four Mon- 


day evenings. The fifth and 
final program will be aired 
Monday, June 24, over WTVS 
Channel 56 at 7:30 p.m. 

Some 15,000discussiongroups 
have been gathering in private 
homes and other places to view 
the programs, discuss their 
message, then record reactions 
on a prepared form. 

Computers donated by a major

Why People Eat Whai 
They Do Is Explored 


S witching at age 20 to a new 
eating pattern that would 
insure reaching age 80 in 
good h alth is a worthy aim. But 
few people would do it. 

In fact, says foods and 
nutrition specialist Anita Dean, 
one of the unsolved puzzles for 
today’s nutritionists is the lack 
of concern adults have for the 
over-all health benefits of good 
nutrition. 

Mrs. Dean, specialist with the 
Cooperative Extension Service 
at Michigan State University, 
recently completed a 
publication, "Changing Food 
Habits/* that explores why 
people eat what they do. 

"One widespread problem," 
she says in the publication, "is 
obesity. An estimated 15 
million Americans are 20 per 
cent overweight 
STUDIES INDICATE that a 
variety of factors, social and 
emotional, tribute to obesity. 
The individual habitually, 
probably unconsciously, turns 


to food as a substitute 
satisfaction for other needs 
unrelated to hunger or 
nutrition. 

"The fact that relatively few 
overcome and control obesity 
over a lifetime indicates the 
strength of the overeating habit 
and the depth of the needs, *‘ 
continues Mrs. Dean. "Many of 
these people believe in the 
importance of good nutrition 
and physical fitness, but 
emotions, prejudices, taboos, 
prestige symbols and other 
influences often outweigh 
knowledge, judgment and even 
experience, in determining 
eating practices." 

On the other hand, exclusive 
concern over nutrition and 
health apprehension is the 
profile of the food faddist, she 
notes in the publication. 

The publication is available 
from the Cooperative Extension 
Service at Michigan State 
University or county extension 
offices.

Computer studies then re- 
vealed that all participants re- 
ported that 26 percent of their 
neighbors and friends felt Ne- 
groes were Intellectually in- 
ferior, and again the figures 
were 57,6 percent for Dearborn 
and 58 percent for Royal Oak, 
or more than double the norm. 

On the question of whether 
their associates believed Ne- 
groes have no respect for law 
and order, the norm was 17 
percent, but in Dearborn that 


belief ran 48 percent and in 
Royal Oak it was 21 percent. 

Gun buyers varied little from 
the norm on the question of 
whother Negroes are generally 
lazy, indicating no correlation 
between fear and attitudes on 
black ambition. 

Arthur Alpert, of New York, 
documentary specialist who ik 
the executive producer of the 
programs, said the final pre- 
sentation, to be titled "What 
to Do?" will consist in its 
first half of a report back to 


the participants on their re- 
actions to the programs. 

"We are not so concerned 
at this point with whether they 
liked or disliked the pro- 
grams," he said, "but with how 
they responded to the questions 
that were posed. 

"In the second half of the 
program, we expect to show, 
first, what the Individual can 
do to improve matters for ghetto 
dwellers, both in a general way 
and in terms of specific pro- 
jects." 


Among the specific pro- 
posals, he said, will be es- 
tablishment of a "black bank" 
in Detroit where Negroes may 
secure home mortagage home 
improvement loans at white 
bank interest rates. 

Other black self-help pro- 
jects will be outlined, he said, 
with specific recommendations 
by Dr. John W. Gardner, who 
recently left his cabinet post 
as Secretary for Health. Edu- 
cation and Welfare to take over 
as head of the Urban Coalition 
Organization set up by the 


mayors of America's largest 
cities, 

"The program expects to 
show that there are things in- 
dividuals can do," Alpert said, 
"but more important, show what 
they can do as members of a 
group." 

He said the discussion bro- 
chure for the final program will 
include a 24-page index of or- 
ganizations working to improve 
the racial situation and the 
plight of poor people in general. 

"They are organizations con- 
cerned with housing, jobs, edu- 


cation and other basic areas," 
Alpert said. 

"By consulting the index, in- 
dividuals will be able to contact 
organizations of their choice to 
pledge their time and efforts 
in volunteer work." 

The Southeastern Michigan 
Community Forum, headed by 
Michigan Methodist Bishop 
Dwight E. Loder, is a byproduct 
of the Interfaith Action Council, 
formed across interdenomina- 
tional lines to bring relief to 
victims of last July’s civil dis- 
orders.

Trying to beat the odds has 
been the nemesis of many 
gamblers and many 
pedestrians, too.

n the first day of summer, 
this Friday (June 21), 
more sunlight will stream 
us than on any other day of the 
year, but because of “seasonal 
lag,” it may not even be a warm 
day. 

University of Michigan 
astronomy Prof. Hazel Losh 
explains that Michigan’s 
summer will begin officially at 
4:13 Friday morning, the time 
of the summer solstice. At this 
time the sun will reach its most 
northerly point and its most 
direct position over the 
northern hemisphere, 23 Vi 
degrees above the equator. 

“On that day the north will 
receive the most heat in any 
24-hour period of the year, 1 5 
hours of daylight, but the peak 
of the warm season usually 
comes from four to six weeks 
later because the earth keeps 
receiving more heat than is lost 
each day,” Prof. Losh explains. 
• » • 

“THE EARTH will be storing 
up more than it is losing because 


the atmosphere acts like a 
blanket, holding back some of 
the heat falling on the surface. 
Consequently, temperatures are 
likely to keep climbing until 
around the first of August, 
when the earth will begin to lose 
more heat than it is taking in. 

“Fortunately, we are farthest 
from the sun during out 
summer, about three million 
miles farther than during the 
winter, so that our seasons in 
the north tend to be a little 
milder than those of the 
southern hemisphere. 

“Also, since the earth is 
moving a little slower in its orbit 
around the sun during our 
summer, this season is slightly 
longer than our winter. 

“This ’inequality of the 
seasons’ is said to have been 
detected by Thales as early as 
the 6th century B.C.’’ 

Dr. Losh adds that “since we 
have a longer day, we have a 
shorter night, which of course is 
not so good for the 
astronomer.’’

The experts in the major 
leagues these days arc asking, 
"Where have the .300 hitters 
disappeared?" We have plenty 
of them, in fact, there are five 
.400 or better swingers in this 
year’s ASSOCIATED 
NEWSPAPFRS’ All-Area 
baseball squad. 

And three others brandish 
.300 and better averages - the 
result is the finest high school 
team ever assembled in this 
area. The squad is a solid one 
with an equal balance of power 
hitting, base running, fielding 
and pitching. 

In that latter department, 
the sports department has 
selected Bob Ritthaler for the 


inoundsman. His performance 
gave Romulus a share of the 
Twin Valley Conference 
baseball crown. 

Ritthaler, a senior 
righthander, hurled 65 innings 
this season to cam a 7-2 
win-loss record for the Eagles 
and coach Lowell Johnson. He 
gave up 50 hits and only four 
earned runs in those innings, 
while he notched a total of 57 
strikeouts and walked 14. 

Bob finished up with a 0.43 
ERA. 

Behind the plate for the 
backstopping chores is 
Belleville's Gary Gentle who 
wasn’t so gentle on his rivals 
this season. The 17-year-old 


junior walloped two triples, 
five doubles and collected nine 
runs batted in for a 22 of 50 
performance to finish up as 
one of the five who socked the 
ball at a .400 pace.

At first, Inkster donates 
Richard Bailey, a senior with 
three years varsity experience 
behind him.

Kenneth Hallenbeck Retiring 


M ost Michigan reeidente 
think about parka whan 
thay plan a picnic, a 
holiday's outing or look tor a 
spot to enjoy their favorite 
torm of recreation. 

But this La not tha caaa with 
Kenneth L, Hallenbeck, direc- 
tor of tha Huron-Cllnton Met- 
ropolitan Authority, a regional 
park agency serving the coun- 
ties of Wayne, Livingston, Ma- 
comb, Oakland and Washtenaw, 
Year-round his main concern 
la to provide the bast possible 
facilities at the chain of Huron- 
Cllnton recreational sites that 
now number eight throughout 
southeastern Michigan, 

There has been amazing 
grow th In the Authority and Its 
park system since Hallenbeck 
became director In March, 1951, 
succeeding the late George W. 
McCordlc, who served as En- 
gineer-Director from 1942 until 
his death In October, 1950. 

The Kensington Metropolitan 
Park near Milford had opened 
in 1948 and Metropolitan Beach 
near ML Clemens began oper- 
ations In August, 1950, with 
dedication ceremonies held in 
June of 1951. Usage then was 
about 500,000 persons for its 
two parks oompared to over six 
million In all HCMA parks In 
1966, which dropped a bit last 
year due to weather.

SINCE 1950 the Authority has 
more than doubled Its acreage 
to over 1 7,000 ac res, with 1 0,000 
open and In public use, with 
most sites less than an hour’s 
drive from downtown Detroit 
Most area communities are 
familiar with Lower Huron Met- 
ropolitan Park near Belleville, 
which has been expanded from 
an original 400-acre tract in 
the late 1940s to a 1,000-acre 
site now with a scenic parkway, 
swimming pool, picnic areas 
and other facilities. 

Other parks of the Authority 
Include Stony Creek Metropoli- 
tan Park near Utica, Marsh- 
bank Metropolitan Park near 
Pontiac. Delhi. Dexter- Huron 
and Hudson Mills Metropolitan 
Parks near Ann Arbor plus 
Kensington Metropolitan Park 
and Metropolitan Beach. 

Of special Interest to area 
residents are two parks slated 
tor future development — Wil- 
low and Oakwoods Metropolitan 
Parks, each covering 1,600- 
acres between New Boston and 
Flat Rock in western Wayne 
County, with Willow Park ex- 
pected to open by 1970, If con- 
struction continues as planned, 
e e • 

HALLENBECK la responsible 
to a seven-member board of 
commissioners, Including Wil- 
liam E. Kroger. appointed by 
tot Wayne County Board of 


Supervisors to represent Wayne 
County. A resident of Wyan- 
dotte, Kreger Is the Vice- Pres- 
ident of Wyandotte Coca-Cola 
and a member of the Wayne 
County Road Commission. 

Hallenbeck, who was bom In 
New Jersey and moved to Ann 
Arbor In 1920, Ukes to get out 
and see how people are using 
the parks. 

"About 1% of our six million 
visitors are careless and help 
create Utter,” said Hallenbeck, 
who pointed out that Authority 
crews with much mechanised

planners are considered to be 
among the finest In the country. 

Hallenbeck* s dedication and 
his staff of specialists cover a 
wide range of talent* that In- 
volve planning, landscape de- 
sign, engineering and construc- 
tion, tree care, roads and park- 
ways. purchasing, equipment 
maintenance and pubUc Infor- 
mation. 

The staff even Includes a 
cartographer that turns out a 
popular Metropark Guide Map 
to help guide thousands of park 
users to HCMA parks each 
year. 

About 275 persona work year- 
around for the Authority and 
another 450 are hired as sea- 
sonal workers to help operate 
and maintain the parks during 
the busy summer months. 


THE NUMBER of HCMA em- 
ployees have about doubled sines 
Hallenbeck left the Washtenaw 
County Road Commission In 
1951, where he was superin- 
tendent - manager with head- 
quarters In Ann Arbor, after 
starting as a clerk there in 
1921. 

Hallenbeck Is the kind of 
person who has his shirt sleeves 
roUed up while working at his 
desk In the Guardian Building, 
where the HCMA has its main 
headquarters In Detroit His 
door is always open to a wide 
assortment of visitors, Includ- 
ing not only his staff who help 
him deal with a wide variety 
of problems, but people who 
also use the parks. Frequently 
visitors from foreign countries 


stop to learn more about the 
Huron- Clinton's successful 
chain of parks and many of them 
get a guided tour of facilities. 

Hallenbeck is well-known to 
many groups throughout the 
country and In Michigan and 
especially those involved with 
parks, conservation, recrea- 
tion, roads, tourism and other 
agencies dealing with public 
facilities. 

So the next time you're using 
a Huron-Cllnton park, look 
about you. And don’t be sur- 
prised If you find Ken Hallen- 
beck nearby checking on facil- 
ities. But please say "Hello” 
after all, he’s a very friendly 
person and as a public servant, 
he works for you I

equipment still manage to keep 
the parks as neat and orderly 
as possible. "The great major- 
ity of our users appreciate our 
Metropolitan Parks," he noted, 
knowing that more and more 
recreation areas are needed 
throughout Michigan. 

The genial, red-haired ad- 
ministrator also pointed out 
that the Detroit Metropolitan 
Area will need 90, OCX) acres of 
recreational land by 1980, in- 
cluding projects developed by 
public and private funds. 

"Huron-Cllnton then hopes to 
have about 30,000 acres," re- 
marked Hallenbeck, who admit- 
ted things are better for Detroit 
area residents now than In the 
1930s when only 2.65 acres of 
publicly-owned land was avail- 
able for every 1,000 persons. 
He noted with pride the fore- 
sight of the Authority pioneers 
that wanted to preserve a green- 
belt of parks along the Huron 
and Clinton rivers, which today 
— some 25 years later — are 
Just beginning to realise their 
potential for use and recreation,

A pet woodchuck, unlike a 
raccoon, remains amiable as It 
grows old.
